S.O 529(E).— Whereas the Central Government have de¬ 
clared 1982 as ‘"Productivity Year”, 

And whereas the Central Government is of opinion that 
diicctions for a further positive production orientation are 
to be given to the economy to increase production by remov¬ 
ing all constraint* to the maximum extent possible, 

Now, thercfoic, in exercise of powers conferred by sub¬ 
section (1) of section 29B of the Industries (Development 
and Regulation) Act, 1951 (65 of 1951), the Central Gov¬ 
ernment hereby exempts all industrial undertakings registered

mission has been issued under the said Act, from the opera¬ 
tion of clause (d) of subjection O) of section 13 of the

< i) the article of manufacture shall not be an article 

specified in Schedule I or Schedule IV or Schedule 
V to the notification of the Goveimnent of India 
in the Ministiy of Industry (Department of Indus¬ 
trial Development) No, SAX 98(E) |IDRA129Bj73-1, 
dated the 16th February, 1973 ; 

(ii) the article of manufacluic shall not be an article 

relating to pesticide formulations; 

<iii) in relation to an industrial undertaking falling within 
the purview of the Monopolies and Restrictive Trade 
Practices Act, 1969 (54 of 1969) or within the 
purview of the Foreign Exchange Regulations Act, 
1973 (46 of 1973), the article of manufactuie shall 
pertain to an industry included in the Schedule

(iv) the industrial undertaking shall be ehgihle for ex¬ 
emption only if the expansion is in respect of any: 
description of goods tor which the industrial under¬ 
taking is not a dominant undertaking within the 
meamg of the Monopolies and Restrictive Trade 
Practices Act, 1969 (54 of 1969) ; 

(v) the industrial undertaking should have achieved at- 
Ieast 94 per cent of the licensed capacity in any of 
the 5 financial yeais preceding 1st April, 1982; 

(vi) the capacity to be endorsed on the licence|registra- 
lion certificate shall be limited to the highest pro¬ 
duction achieved during any of the 5 years preced¬ 
ing 1st April, 1982 plus 33 ] J3 per cent thereof; 

(vii) the industrial undertaking shall not instal additional 
machinery, indigenous or imported, except balanc¬ 
ing equipments subject to the condition that instal¬ 
lation of such equipment docs not result in increase 
in capacity bv more than 25 per cent. 

2. This notification is in addition to and not in derogation 
of the notification of the Government of India in the Ministry 
of Indi^stry (Department of Industrial Development) No. 
9K(E)|IDR4|29H|73-I V dated the 16th February, 1973, except 
that the exemption provision in the present notification may 
be available notwithstanding the locational constraints speci¬ 
fied in the second proviso below item 3 of the aforesaid 
notification.
